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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed April 6, 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant contends that "path profile" recited in the claims is not taught by the Reudink 
patent and has the same specific meaning as previously discussed the response of August 1 , 
2006, where one is referred to page 12, lines 2-9 of the specification. At that page, the taking of . 
channel measurements is described as providing an indication of the signal phase and signal 
amplitude. And yet, applicant has failed to specifically recite the measurement of signal phase 
and amplitude in the claims to clearly differentiate from the prior art's teaching of measuring of 
signal strengths. Without such a clearly distinction, the claims that simply recites "path profile" 
is not just limited to the exemplary measurement characteristics since claims must be given their 
broadest reasonable interpretation. Since the signal strength is part of a path profile, it is not 
believed that examiner's reading was beyond a reasonable interpretation. 

Applicant argues that the Reudink fails to teach a distinct delay because it teaches a 
relatively constant delay that is arbitrarily assigned to each transmit antenna. The teaching that 
the delay time between the transmit signals and its delayed component is variable shows that a 
distinct delay is provided to the transmitted signals. 

For the above reasons, the rejection of the claims is sustained.
